MEN WHO NEVER SLEEP, 


an American Detective. ~ 


How French, English and American Thief- 
Takers Hunt Their Game—Shadowing 
Dishonest Clerks—A Few Cases 
Illustrating the Methods. 


One of the best-known detectives in the 
United States, after repeated solicitations 
by a reporter for the Denver (Col.) Times, 
consented to talk about the business. 

‘There 18 all the difference in the world,”’ 
he said, “between the methods used by the 
secret service agents of different countries. 
Peopie who read French novels have an idea 
that the disguises spoken of in them as be- 
ing worn by the Lecogs of the different 
stories as something utterly untrue. 
Strange as it may seem, however, it is true. 

“A Prench detective who can not so dis- | 
guise himself that. his superior can not 
recognize -him.could not find employment 
in any detective bureau. The disguises dre 
wonderful, too, and even the strong light of 
day shows no imperfection in them. 

“There are two sorts of detectives in 
France—State detectives and the municipal 
or city force. Among the former no one 
knows who his fellow detectives are, and | 
as they never work in pairs, the necessity ‘ 
for knowing each other is not so great. The 
workings of the French bureau is very 
thorough and more like the American 
method than the English. 

“The latter never think of disguising 
themselves, and go to work openly. Ifa 
bank is robbed in France a new assistant 
teller or clerk appears in the bank a day or 
soafterward. He is a detective, of course, 
and wherein England the detective would 
be called in mm frontof all the employes and 
ask them all mannerof questions, the French 
would say nothing, and nothing more would 
probably be heard of the robbery until the 
thief was caught. 

“The English have a great system of 
stool-pigeons. Among the vicious of all 
classes, male and female, are always those 
to be found who, for the sake ot being pro- 
tected in acertain way, carry all the news 
of the crooked work done among the swell 
mobsmen, as high class thieves are called, 
to Scotland Yard, where is situated the 
Criminal Investigation Bureau. If ‘Harry, 
the Swell,’ is flashing a gréat deal of money 
about the fact is at once reported to the 
police, and.if. any large forgery or robbery 
has recently occurred, ‘Harry, the Swell,’ 
is liable to prove an alibi. Inside the great 
portico of Scotland Yard is a large case 
containing the photographs of all the detect- 
ives employed by the bureau, and the 
crooks or thieves can have free access at 
any time to study the faces of those who 
are liable to beafter them at some future 
time. This stool-pigeon system is not used 


much in America, as the police do not put |

much faith in it. 
‘In France or England, if the employe of 


larities his habits are watched and the 
facts ascertained, while in America a man 
will be set on the track of the supposed 
thief, make his acquaintance and ingratiate 
himself into the suspected man’s confidence. 
He will spend as much or more money than 
the suspect, and will go into any dissipation 
with him. In the event of irregularities in 
any large concern, the American detective 
becomes an employe of the corporation— 
whether as a porter or a director of a bank. 
The clew and the working up of it is made 
much more of by an American than by any 
one else. He will jump at conclusions from 
afaint something, and frequently hit the 
mark; where thestolid Britisher would 
be stumbling in the dark. 

“To be a good detective a man must be 
possessed of courage, brains and coolness. 
There is no mystery, however impenetrable 
it may appear, but what can be solved if 
the right methods are employed. There 
was a case }| remember in Chicago. 

‘“‘A well-known business man was found 
murdered one morning in his office. The 
crime had evidently been committed the 
night before, for the body had been cold a 
long time, and the man’s family had waited 
for him to come to his home the evening 
previous. His valuables had been taken, 
the safe had been rifled, and beyond the 
ghastly bullet-hole in the man’s head, there 
was nothing to indicate with what the crime 
had been committed. No pistol was found. 

“T was put on the case and reasoned that 
as the robbery was evidently committed for 
gain the murderer must be in poor circum- 
stances. I visited all the pawn shopsin the 
city, and found that five revolvers had been 
pawned between six o’clock the previous 
evening and the morning. Three were 45- 
caliber, the size evidently used to kill the 
man. Two of the men were well-dressed 
and the other wasn’t. The latter was 
described to me, and [ took the 
pawnbroker down to the different rail- 
way depots where trains were leaving. We 
went through three trains, and finally 
located the man in a smoking-car. F ar- 
rested him, and much of the dead man’s 
property was found in his possession. It’s 


not much of a story—if the man hadn't | 


pawned the pistol he would certainly have 
got off, but it shows how much little things 
amount to, and will give you an idea of how 


“The life of a detective is startling 
enough, but it gets tiresome and monoto- 
nous, and [ expect soon toretire. I remem- 
ber one case that happened in New York. 
A very swell reception was given by one of 
the leaders of society. One of the guests 
had laid a valuable solitaire in the ladies’ 
dressing-room on the wash-stand, and for- 
getting it, had left it. On her return to 
find it, it had, of course, disappeared. No- 
body knew where it was. The trunks of all 
the servants were searched, but no trace 
could be found of the jewel, which was 
worth $4,000. I finally found it where it 
had been pawned for $500 in a pawnshop by 
a French woman. I took the visiting list of 
the hostess, and finally, after a week’s 
search, found thatone of the guests, a rich 
woman, had a French maid, and that she 
had goue to Burope shortly after the re-

“If England takes to fortifying 
her ports up north she is tortifying 
against the United States. There 
can be no two opinions on that 
poiat. The obvious policy on our 
part, thereiore, must be to out- 
fortify heron the other side. If 
Great Britain mounts one handred 
guns alany point, we must haye 
where available,two hundred guns 
right opposite. We have the ma- 
terials practically at hand for work 
of thatkind. Great Britain, on the 
other hand, will have to transport 
them alung way. And again, if 
that nation puts 500 or 1,000 men 
into her fortifications, we can easily 
station twice that number ccn- 
fronting them, Our resources in 
meu and material are practically 
inexhaustible. It must, therefore, 
be apparent that if the rumors of 
fortification on an extensive scale 
atthe north be true, England has 
entered upon not only a very 
foolish, but fruitless policy. The 
best way in which disputes, when 
they arise between the two nations, 
can be settled,isarbitration. That 
will always prove more satisfactory 
- than guns or redoubts.”

The Samoan Treaty. 

Beri, June 15.—Several provis- 
ions of the Samoan treaty have been 
enforced before the treaty and formally 
ratified. The Consuls at Apia will 
forthwith invite the Samoans adhesion 
to the treaty. | 

WasHineaton, June 14.—An agree- 
ment between England, Germany and 
the United States on the Samoan af- 
fair was signed at Berlin to-day. It 
will not be made public until confirined 
by the Senate. While it is called an 
agreement by officers of the State De- 
partment, ‘Walker Blaine said this 
evening that he thought it would un- 
doubtedly require ratification by the 
Senate. li the instrument signed 
were one regulating the conduct of two 
conntries towards each other—as, for 


instance, between the United States 
and Sam».a—it would properly be des- 
ignated as a treaty; but where an in- 
strument signed is to shape the con- 
duct of three Governments, viz.: the 
United States, England and Germany, 
towards a fourth party (Samoa), it is 
held that its proper nomenclature is 
an agreement. At the same time, as 
it is a matter affecting the foreign pol- 
icy of the United States, it is said that 
it will need ratification by the Senate, 
and that therefore it cannot be made 
public prior to action by the Senate. 

The agreement was cordially ap- 
proved by all members of the conter- 
ence and by their respective govern- 
ments. The best of feeling prevailed 
at the termination of the labors of the 
Commissioners. 

Lonpon, June 14.—The Post’s Ber- 
lin correspondent says: The Samoan 
treaty arranges for the restoration of 
Malietoa and forthe appointment of 
German and American advisers to the 
King, with an English counse!lor to 
adjust the balance. The American 
delegates have the utmost confidence 
that the treaty will be ratified by the 
United States Senate. 

Beruw, June -14.—Kasson, Phelps 
and Bates cordially thanked Herbert 
Bismarck for the courteous manner in 
which they had been treated, and they 
warmly praised the skill and tact with 
| which he had presided over the delib- 
erations of the Conference. Sir Ed- 
ward Mallet thanked Count Herbert 
on behalf of the English delegates. 
Count Herbert in reply said that he 
hoped they had reached a final solu- 
ion of a difficult question. 

Loypon, June 14.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Zimes savs: ‘‘ The 
Americans have undoubtedly emerged 
from the Samoan Conference with fly- 
ing colors.* Germany is to content 
herself with much less political pre 
dominance in Samoa than she claimed 
at Washington two yearsago. This 
result is more due to the firm attitude 
of Blaine than any ‘political leanings 
toward England—a power which it is 
America’s highest aim to conciliate.’’ 

Lonpow, June 14.—The Zimes in 
an editorial on the Samoan agreement, 
says: ‘‘ Perhaps it is as well that 
Prince Bismarck has been made to 
realize that where American interests 
are concerned the American Govern- 
ment is very little affected by many of 
those considerations which restrain 
the action of those European Govern- 
ments with which he is more accus- 
tomed to deal. It is easy to see that 
there might be many reasons why it 
night be. expedient for England to 
follow a line of policy in regard to 
German. action in Samoa, which it is 
‘natural and necessary for America to 
pursue. Ic is not less plain that even 
Germany must think twice or thrice 
before provoking a collision with 
America over such aquestion. There- 
fore we rejoice at the influence of 
America, so moderately and effectually 
exerted.’’
